New Products Coming to Public Works 
Exhibition 
NE OF THE MOST ENCOURAGING FEATURES of the biennial Public Works and Munici 
@) Services Congress and Exhibition, which opens at Olympia, London, on Monday eteher 
12), is the increasing interest that overseas countries take in it. the war interest from 
abroad was negligible, but four years ago delegates came from 57 Dominions, Colonies and foreign 


countries. In 1954 this attendance increased to 83, and now the organizers report that nearly one 
hundred countries are likely to send representatives to Olympia next week. 


Apart from the interest of overseas visitors in the Congress sessions, many stand-holders can look 
forward to receiving useful trade inquiries from countries embarking on expansion and development 
schemes. 

The Exhibition is expected to be the largest and most comprehensive of its kind in the world. 
This year, for the first time, the 360 stands (there were 275 im 1954) will occupy the whole of the 
available space in the three halls at Olympia — a total area of nearly a quarter of a million square feet. 
Here will be shown every class of machinery, plant, material, equipment and appliance required by 
public and local authorities everywhere. For the firms concerned with the manufacture and supply 
of these necessities the exhibition will provide an introduction to ever-expanding markets. 

The trend this year in much of the contractors’ equipment is towards larger and more powerful 
machines. Bi dumpers, mixers, loaders and excavators will figure prominently on a number of 
stands. Se exhibitors promise surprises in the way of entirely new products, but a great many 
of the leading manufacturers have concentrated on improving the design, reliability and performance 
of their established models. 

A general increase in the application of plastics is noticeable among the exhibits. Several firms are 
showing plastic acid-resisting pipes for cold water services, and others display plastic roof lights, 
hydrants, control valves, road signs. Clear plastic hose, the transparency of which enables an 
stoppage or rir. lock. to be. immediately located, is likely to attract attention. Another stand will

display tanks made of glass-fibre reinforced plastic, which are 
described as a revolutionary substitute for steel. 

When this exhibition was first held immediately after the first 
World War at the Agricultural Hall in Islington, it was called “The 
Roads and Transport and Public Works Exhibition.’ It is not, 
surprising, therefore, to learn that the display of machinery and 
materials for the construction and reconditioning of roads is again 
to be one of its main features. In this context the exhibit of the Road 
Research Laboratory will prove of interest to many visitors. Illustra- 
tions of research work concerned with both road construction and 
safety problems are being shown. 

Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
and President of the Congress and Exhibition, is expected to perform 
the opening ceremony on Monday. Afterwards he is to make a tour 
of the stands. Among them he may see his own Ministry’s exhibit, 
designed to illustrate the possibilities for economy without loss of 
standard in housing re-development. The Ministry are also to present 
@ progress report on maisonettes of crosswall construction, and to 
show haw economies can be achieved in high flats through "efficient 
planning. 


Topics at the Congress 


Thirty-three papers on a wide variety of subjects will be presented 
at the Congress, which is to last five days. For administrators and 
technicians this Congress constitutes an international forum of 
expert opinion on the many and diverse problems with which public 
and local authorities are vitally concerned: it is a clearing house for the 
interchange of ideas and information. 

As in the exhibition, road construction and reconditioning, as well 
as road safety, will be conspicuous topics of the Congress proceedings : 
eight papers will be devoted to these subjects. Other subjects will be 
the development of new towns, the reconstruction of cities, the repair 
and improvement of houses, and the post-war development of flats 
in Europe. One session, under the auspices of the British Waterworks 
Association, will deal with “Radio-activity and the Water Industry,’ 
and there will be discussions also of ‘Hygiene and Sanitation in the 
Fish Industry,’ ‘Public Cleansing,’ “The Settlement of Sewage,’ 
“The Problem of Horticulture in Seaside Resorts,’ and the report of 
the Committee on Synthetic Detergents. 

The exhibition will be open each day from 10 a.m. to 6.30 p.m. 
until November 17. 


New and Improved Tractors 


A Hatfield company will have on their stand a pre-production model 
of a new tractor—the Vikon— along with its parent machine, the 
Vigor. The two are similar in design, but the Vikon has been made 
smaller so that its uses and the conditions of its use may extend to 
many in which the Vigor’s operation would be uneconomic. The 
distributors believe, indeed, that no other tractor of this size has the 
three-point fully articulat ed: suspension which the Vikon has inherited. 
The eight large diameter track wheels, including the driving sprocket, 
have their rims insulated from the hubs by large diameter rubber rings 
to counter excessive vibration. The engine is a Rolls-Royce super- 
charged 4-cylinder oil engine of which several parts are interchangeable 
with those of the Vigor’s 6-cylinder model. It develops 142 belt h.p. 
and 113 drawbar h.p., and in fifth gear a speed of 8-85 m.p.h. has 
been reached. The driver has a bucket seat, an excellent field of vision, 
and simplified controls. The Vikon’s shipping weight is 26,300 Ibs. 

An old friend appearing like a giant refreshed will be a diesel 
crawler tractor whose turbo-charged engine has had its power increased 
lately from 286 h.p. to 320 h.p. It now claims to be the most powerful 
thing of its kind in the world, The exhibit at Olympia will be of the 
direct-drive type, but another on the market is a torque-converter 
model. The new 320 h.p. engine was designed specifically for this 
tractor, to combine the versatility and economy of the diesel with the 

power-boosting efficiency of a turbo-charger; and another point 
made in its favour is that it can be taken out for maintenance without 
disturbing other major components. 

The same exhibitors are also showing, for the first time in this 
country, the smallest of their heavy-duty fork lift trucks. This is 
designed with a capacity of 15,000 Ibs. to operate over all kinds of 
terrain; its three-point suspension and four-point flotation, with a 
pivoted steering axle, gives it a tripod action that is said to reduce 
greatly the risk of a drive wheel being ‘hung’ over a deep soft spot 
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or hole in the ground. The speed of lift is put at 40 ft. a minute, and 


the combined overhead guard and tilting mechanism — patented by 
the makers — reduces stress in the whole lift mast. 


Loading Shovels and Dumpers 


A new machine from the Welwyn district is a hydraulic loading 
shovel that is said to have two advantages over its predecessor: it 
incorporates ‘automatic crowding action’ for the scoop, and can dis- 
charge its load into receptacles 16 ft. high, yet can travel under a head- 
room of as little as 8 ft. 4 ins. It is usually to be supplied with a } cubic 
yard capacity scoop. With it at this exhibition the makers will also 
show a specialized quarry-and-demolition version of their existing 
front-end loading shovel, which as a general purpose tool has already 
proved popular and a new trenching attachment that can excavate 
down to 8 ft. 6 ins. and is of more than usually robust proportions 
throughout. This is available for attachment to most of the firm’s 
present loading shovels. 

The Caribou will be on show again, and this time its makers are 
to show for the first time a mew version of their Wolf excavator 
(% c. yd.). Their description of it says: ‘A folded plate constructed 
crawler frame with simplified crawler adjustment permits the fitting 
of 13 in., 18 in. or 24 in. crawlers without modification. The six 
bottom rollers have dirt seals. All revolving shafts are splined through- 
out. Rope drums are mounted on Timken roller bearings and provision 
is made for power lowering as lifting crane.’ 

The firm are also introducing what they call (rather curiously) 
a “Tiger Gooseneck’ dragshovel jib, for digging at maximum depth. 

A Cheshire firm is to show a six-wheeled dumper with an 8-speed 
epicyclic gearbox. Alternative engines for it are the firm’s own two- 
stroke developing 126 b.h.p. at 2,000 r.p.m., or a 6-cylinder type 
whose capacity is 112 b.h.p. at 1,700 r.p.m. The exhibit has double- 
reduction rear axles and powered steering. The dumper 
carrying up to 10 cubic yards, is a i constructed all-steel 
unit with a floor half-an-inch thick and fixed sides, 5/16ths of an inch 
thick, which are reinforced with channel sections. The heavy-duty 
tipping gear has a high-speed pump.

Giant Tyres 


Huge tyres for dumpers, earthmovers and the like are coming to 
the exhibition from a Grantham firm. A photograph of two of them 
appears with this article. Others are described thus:

Power Packs 


From their works in Manchester another firm is sending its latest 
power pack, which will be new to most visitors. A power pack is 
something more than its name may suggest to the layman. In this 
instance it is an adaptation of the B.M.C. automotive diesel engine 
for industrial use — ready to be dropped into agricultural machinery, 
a crane, a welding plant, a generator, an excavator, a road roller, a

concrete mixer, or what you will. The model to be shown is a 2:2 litre 
diesel power pack designed as a self-contained, compact, sturdy unit 
with a radiator of temperate capacity, fuel tank, silencer, shaft- 
extension and electric starting equipment. The engine can be run at 
any pre-set speed up to 2,000 r.p.m., giving outputs from 15 b.h.p. 
to 28 b.h.p. The special heavy industrial flywheel will maintain cyclic 
irregularity within the limits set by British Standards. Optional 
extras are flexible coupling, hour counter, tachometer, variable speed 
control, and centrifugal governor. For normal use, rigidity of the unit 
is ensured by the attachment of a three-point mounting. With these 
modifications and the provision of simple connections, control and 
instruments, the engine is ready for bedding into the machine to be 
driven. 


A more familiar power pack (from Lincoln) will be exhibited with 
a diesel engine of new design. It will be complete with radiator, 
mounted fuel tank, and exhaust and crankshaft extension for a pulley. 


A well-tried diesel locomotive for surface haulage is coming from 

with new improvements, These include one of the manu- 

facturer’s latest engines, better gear ratios, and modifications designed 
to simplify maintenance. 

Of the five industrial engines to be shown by a Wolverhampton 
manufacturer, one that will be exhibited for the first time is a 6- 
cylinder diesel engine, rated at 97 b.h.p. at 1,800 r.p.m. with a 
maximum torque of 292 Ibs. ft. at 1,300 r.p.m. This is a compact, 
up-to-date engine designed to replace models of similar power but > 
older at a reduced initial cost. It is said to be one of the lowest-priced 
engines on the British market to-day. Its ‘square’ bore-stroke ratio

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Minister of State Underlines the Case for Mutual 
Free Trade Area in Europe 


THE CASE FOR CLOSER ECONOMIC ASSOCIATION between the 
United Kingdom and other countries of Western Europe -in a 
Mutual Free Trade Area-was argued again by the Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, when he spoke on Novem- 
ber 2 at the monthly meeting of the Eastern Regional Board for 
Industry in Norwich. 

Mr. Low approached the subject from the standpoint that flexibility 
in Britain’s economy was essential to the necessary expansion of her 
exports. There must be flexibility to meet change - change that was 
universal, continuous, inevitable, unplannable, enforced by the 
changing demands of our customers and by the new inventions and 
methods flowing from the fertile minds of scientists and technicians. 

It was the task of our overseas commercial policy to seek that 
expansion of markets which would provide one of the conditions 
enabling us to assimilate our economy to this ineluctable process of 
change. The central objective had been a system of wider trade and 
payments in the world. Hence our part in G.A.T.T. and O.E.E.C.; 
and hence also our approach to the problems and opportunities 
presented by current discussions in the so-called Messina group of 
countries, France, Italy, Western Germany, Belgium, Holland and 
Luxembourg. 


The Broad Aim 


The aim envisaged in the proposals the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment were now considering was to create an area in which participating 
countries would progressively remove tariffs and restrictions affecting 
their trade with each other in manufactured goods and raw materials, 
but excluding raw and manufactured foodstuffs, feeding stuffs, drink 
and tobacco ~ often referred to as agricultural and horticultural 
products. That was different from a Customs Union: we would remain 
free to decide on the level of our tariff against countries outside the 
area. So it would also be a different kind of Free Trade from that 
advocated by the Manchester School of Free Trade in the last century. 
They advocated free trade here, whatever tariffs other countries 
imposed on our goods. The present proposal involved the removal of 
our tariffs so as to benefit only those countries who did the same for 
our goods. The Free Trade Area would be a Mutual Free Trade Area. 

By excluding agriculture and horticulture, we would be facing up 
to the realities of current national farming policies, since nearly every 
country, including Britain, had firmly established policies designed to 
secure agricultural and horticultural production at levels which were 
not dictated solely by economic considerations. But we would achieve 
another purpose also: we would remain free to accord to the Common- 

wealth farmers the existing preferences and thus to continue to enjoy 
preferences for our exports to the Commonwealth. Ninety per cent. 
of our imports from the Commonwealth consisted either of agricultural 
or horticultural products, or of raw materials on which we had not 
been giving preferences or on which the preference had been negligible. 
In other words, 90 per cent. of our imports from the Commonwealth 
would not be affected by these proposals. And on the 10 per cent. that 
might be affected, namely, manufactured goods, we would be able to 
continue to give the Commonwealth their preference against countries 
outside Western Europe —for example, India against Japan, and 
Canada against the United States. 


More Capital for the Commonwealth 


That did not mean that we could expect to retain for all time every 
preference we now enjoyed in Commonwealth countries. Many of 
these countries had been building up their own industries under 
fairly high protective tariffs. As they industrialized, they wished to 
reduce the difference between the preferential tariff on our goods and 
their tariff against foreign goods. Nor could one overlook — though 
one could overstate — the effect of our agricultural policies on the 
towel Of thi’ ligictd Wf cae’ Calhinbnwéateh wetodacte eb @ee Sihiced 
Kingdom.

we were to live, we had to compete in our éxports with Western 


Germany and other Europeans, We were competing , and in 
many cases very successfully, and there was no reason y, if we 
were sensible, British brains, skill, inventiveness and should 


energy 
not enable us to compete successfully in the future. Tariffs would not 
be removed over-night, but progressively over at least a decade, so 
that there would be time for adjustment. 

Anxieties had been expressed about the danger of unfair trading, 
dumping or subsidies, if these proposals were adopted. The Govern- 
ment intended to take powers in the next session of Parliament to put 
on anti-dumping and countervailing duties, and any agreement to 
implement these proposals would clearly have to contain strict rules 
of fair trading. 

Different industries and different firms in the:same industries would 
view the proposals differently. The consideration they were now 
giving to the proposals would not end the matter. Close consultation 
with industry would be maintained, but the Government had quite 
soon to decide whether to enter into negotiations with its 
partners on these lines and what instructions to give its rep es. 

“We are not free to delay that decision if we are to shape events. It 
will be a great decision ~ a landmark in our history. And it will Ti be 2 
vital decision if we decide to go forward with the — and 
just as vital if we decide not to do so.

This series is made primarily for the United States and attracts a 
minimum audience of 10 million per issue. 


Special features and news pictures have been or will be carried in 
the three C.O.I. overseas magazines, “To-day’ (for Colonial countries), 
‘Commonwealth To-Day’ (for Commonwealth nations), and the 
Arabic language ‘Al Aalam’ (for the Middle East). These three 
periodicals represent a combined annual circulation of nearly three 
million copies. 


In addition to distributing increased quantities of the show numbers

Gold and Dollar Reserves Fall 
in October 


THE TREASURY announce that the gold and dollar reserves fell by 
$84 million during October and stood at $2,244 million on October 31. 

Defence aid estimated at $7 million was received from the United 
States during the month; $25 million was paid in gold or dollars to 
the European Payments Union in respect of September and $3 million 
was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settlements. 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a deficit of £13 million with the European Payments Union, which 
will fall to be settled in November, as to 75 per cent, in gold or dollars 
and as to 25 per cent. by increase of debt to the Union. 


New Control on Rental Agreements 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have made an Order prohibiting the disposal 
and possession of goods to which the Hire-Purchase and Credit Sale 
Agreements (Control) Order, 1956, applies under hiring agreements 
which provide for rebates of rentals based on the value of the goods. 

The Order is the Control of Hiring (Rebates) Order, 1956 (S.1. 
1956 No. 1716). It came into force on November 8, and applies to all 
agreements made on or after that day. Copies may be obtained from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2., and branches, 
price 3d. (by post 5d.). 

Note. 

‘The new Order is necessary because of certain schemes which have 
been introduced, mainly for vehicles, to avoid the 50 per cent. deposit 
requirements of the Hire-Purchase Order which came into force in 
February last. 

The existing | controls over the hiring of vehicles, radio and television 
sets and certain other consumer goods, which principally require 
advance payments of nine months’ rentals, remain in force. 


Protection of Trade Marks Abroad 


‘THE ATTENTION of manufacturers and traders in the United King- 
dom is drawn to the fact that the protection afforded by the registration 
of their trade marks in the United Kingdom does not extend to any 
other country and that, if they wish to protect their marks in any 
Commonwealth or other country, they must take advantage of the 
legislation in that country and apply for registration in accordance 
with the local regulations in force thereunder. 

Failure to do so may result in registration of a mark being secured 
by an overseas competitor in a territory in which protection may 
subsequently be desired by the United Kingdom owner of the mark. 


Board of Trade Adviser on Copyright Retires 


SIR HENRY GREGORY, K.C.M.G., C.B., formerly Second Secretary 
to the Board of Trade and who, since his retirement from that post 
has been acting as Adviser on Copyright to the Board, relinquished 
thet post on October 31. 

Sir Henry, who is 66, joined the Civil Service in 1908. He is a former 
Commissioner of Customs and Excise and also served in the Ministry 
of Supply as well as in the Board of Trade.

Increase in Overseas Visitors 
in September 


BRITAIN’S OVERSEAS tourist traffic continues to increase. Figures 
released by the British Travel and Holidays Association state that 
more than 103,000 overseas visitors came to Britain in September, 
compared with 96,000 in September last year, an increase of eight per 
cent. 

Visitors from America increased by 10 per cent., from 22,500 to 
24,800. Of these, 58 per cent. came by air. 


European visitors totalled 50,800, an increase of five per cent. over 
last September’s figure of 48,000. Although a few European countries 
registered slight decreases, these were offset by a number of increases. 
Notable among these was Germany with 12 per cent. — 9,800 this 
year against 8,700 in 1955. 

Commonwealth visitors are estimated to have numbered 22,500 
this September compared with 20,000 in 1955. 

In the first nine months of this year Britain attracted 936,000 
visitors from overseas, an increase of seven per cent. over the total 
for the corresponding period last year. American arrivals increased 
by seven per cent., from 209,500 to 224,500, and a similar rate of 
increase was by visitors from European countries, who num- 
bered 476,000 this year and 446,000 in 1955. 

Commenting upon the results so far achieved, Sir Arthur Morse, 
Chairman of the British Travel and Holidays Association, said, 
‘Although our overseas traffic continues to show an increase, I must 
confess that I am a little disappointed with the figures. The total 
increase over last year has not been as great as I had hoped, and I 
am sorry to say that the percentage increase in American visitors is 
not as great as that recorded by some of our European rivals this 
year.”

Thursday November 1 


Monopolies Commission Reference 

Asked whether he would now refer to the Monopolies Commission 
the subject of exclusive dealing in the distribution of petrol and garage 
accessories, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorney- 
croft, replied ‘No, Sir.’ 


Restrictive Arrangements of Linoleum Industry 


A Member asked the President what steps he proposed to take to 
implement the recommendations contained in the Report by the 
Monopolies Commission on the supply of linoleum. 

The President replied that the principal restrictive arrangements of 
the Linoleum Manufacturers’ Association, as described in the report, 
appeared to come within the’ provisions of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1956, for registration and examination by the Restrictive 
Practices Court, and accordingly it was not for him to take action on 
the Commission's recommendations. 


Imports of Cotton Cloth 

The President was asked if he would state the volume of cotton 
imports into the United Kingdom from India and Hong Kong for 
each of the years 1950 to 1955 and for the first six months of 1956; 
and if he would take steps to prevent the closing of further Lancashire 
mills by setting up an import board to restrict cotton imports to their 
present level. He said that he assumed that the questioner referred 
to imports of cotton cloth. The answer to the second part of the question 
was ‘No, Sir.’ The figures asked for in the first part were circulated 
in the Official Report as follows:

The President was further asked whether he was aware that the 
cotton unions and the T.U.C. on the one hand, and the cotton em- 
ployers and the F.B.I. on the other, were all now ‘seeking some form of 
cotton import control, and would he tell the House the outcome of 
his meeting with a T UC. deputation on Tuesday? 

The President replied that he was aware of the views of all those 
organizations and had had an opportunity of discussing the matter 
with them. They had exchanged views, and he had called their atten- 
tion to the fact that talks were planned between the industry in this 
country and the industry in India. He thought that it was common 
ground that those talks should proceed. 


After-Sales Service for Exported Cars 

Asked if he would call together British motor-car manufacturers to 
discuss what improvements could be made in their after sales servicing 
in foreign countries, the President answered ‘No, Sir.’ There was 
frequent discussion of that subject between the Board of Trade and 
the manufacturers. In addition, the National Advisory Council for 
the Motor Manufacturing Industry, on which both sides of the 
industry were represented, provided appropriate oe for dis- 
cussing that problem as well as others which confronted the industry.

All licences will be valid 
until June 30, 1957. 

The 1956-57 quota for canned ham remains unchanged; licences 
to its full value have already been issued.

THE BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers No. 802 
that the Open General Licence has been further amended with effect 
from November 12. Copies of this Amendment No. 9 will be obtainable 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 and branches. 

Notice to Importers No. 740, as amended, should be further 
amended as set out in the Schedule to this Notice. 

The principal effect of these amendments is that iron and steel 
pipes and tubes may now be imported without an individual import 
licence if originating in and consigned from Western European and 
certain other countries. The opportunity has also been. taken to 
clarify the heading relating to printing blocks.

Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Thursday November 1 


Monopolies Commission Reference 

Asked whether he would now refer to the Monopolies Commission 
the subject of exclusive dealing in the distribution of petrol and garage 
accessories, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorney- 
croft, replied ‘No, Sir.” 


Restrictive Arrangements of Linoleum Industry 


A Member asked the President what steps he proposed to take to 
implement the recommendations contained in the Report by the 
Monopolies Commission on the supply of linoleum. 

The President replied that the principal restrictive arrangements of 
the Linoleum Manufacturers’ Association, as described in the report, 
appeared to come within the provisions of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1956, for registration and examination by the Restrictive 
Practices Court, and accordingly it was not for him to take action on 
the Commission's recommendations. 


Imports of Cotton Cloth 

The President was asked if he would state the volume of cotton 
imports into the United Kingdom from India and Hong Kong for 
each of the years 1950 to 1955 and for the first six months of 1956; 
and if he would take steps to prevent the closing of further Lancashire 
mills by setting up an import board to restrict cotton imports to their 
present level. He said that he assumed that the questioner referred 
to imports of cotton cloth. The answer to the second part of the question 
was ‘No, Sir.’ The figures asked for in the first part were circulated 
in the Official Report as follows:

The Praskdet was further asked whether he was aware that the 
cotton unions and the T.U.C. on the one hand, and the cotton em- 
ployers and the F.B.1. on the other, were all now ‘seeking some form of 
cotton import control, and would he tell the House the outcome of 
his meeting with a T.U.C. deputation on Tuesday? 

The President replied that he was aware of the views of all those 
organizations and had had an opportunity of discussing the matter 
with them. They had exchanged views, and he had called their atten- 
tion to the fact that talks were planned between the industry in this 
country and the industry in India. He thought that it was common 
ground that those talks should proceed. 


After-Sales Service for Exported Cars 


Asked if he would call together British motor-car manufacturers to 
discuss what improvements could be made in their after sales servicing 
in foreign countries, the President answered ‘No, Sir.’ There was 
frequent discussion of that subject between the Board of Trade and 
the manufacturers. In addition, the National Advisory Council for 
the Motor Manufacturing Industry, on which both sides of the 
industry were represented, provided appropriate we} apaer for dis- 
cussing that problem as well as others which confronted the industry. 








“That matter was discussed at yesterday's meeting of the Council. 


Shortage of Shipping Space 

Requisitioning and diversion of ships due to the Suez. dispute 
appeared to have had some small effect on exports, the President 
stated. Otherwise, he had no evidence that our exports were being 
slowed down by shortage of shipping space. 


Cinemas Closed 


It was stated that 142 cinemas had ‘been closed this year up to 
October 31. 


Trade With the Netherlands 


A Member asked the President if he would provide details of the 
trade between Great Britain and the Netherlands f for the last 12 months 
for which figures were available; and what additional particulars he 
had about the invisible trade in addition to the visible trade for the 
period in question. 

The President said that in the 12 months ended September. 1956 
the value of imports from the Netherlands was £141-8 million, of 
United Kingdom exports £110-9 million, and re-exports to the 
Netherlands £7-0 million. He regretted that particulars of invisible 


trade were not available. 


Protective Duties on Commonwealth Imports 


Asked if he would give the value of any imports into the United 
Kingdom from the British Commonwealth which bore protective 
duties, during 1955; the total amount of such duty collected; and the 
main classes under which such imports were listed, the President 
replied that statistics were not available in respect of certain Common- 
wealth imports on which protective duties at full rates had been 
charged. Statistics of Commonwealth imports on which protective 
duties at preferential rates had been charged were as follows:

The President was asked if he would provide an up-to-date list of 
imports which were still subject to quantitative control from the

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dollar area and the relaxation area, respectively; and what changes had 
taken place in this list since February 20. 

The President said that the position was still generally as stated in 
the Answer which the Minister of State gave on February 20, but 
‘bacon’ should be deleted in column 2 of the table and ‘pulp and waste 
paper’ in both columns. The item ‘newsprint, etc.’ should be amended 
to read ‘newsprint,’ paper manufactures and other stationery. 


Friday November 2 


Reconstituted Monopolies Commission 


Asked if he would make a statement concerning the composition, 
and salaries of the reconstituted Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
Commission; and when this body would begin its work, the President 
stated that as had already been announced, Mr. Richard Francis Levy, 
Q.C., had been appointed full-time chairman of the reconstituted 
Commission in succession to Sir David Cairns who had given up his 
appointment at his own request. Mr. Levy’s salary would be £4,000 
per annum. 

The President added that he had not yet completed the task of 
appointing the rest of the Commission, but he proposed to announce 
their names and salaries in due course. The new members would 
start work as soon as possible. 


Monday November 5 


Duties on Cotton Yarn and Cloth 


The President was asked if he would state the current rate of duty 
levied by the United Kingdom on imports of cotton yarn and cloth 
from the German Federal Republic, France, Italy, Belgium, Holland, 
and Luxembourg; and the corresponding rates of duty levied by 
those countries on imports of cotton yarn and cloth from the United 
Kingdom. . 

The President replied that in the United Kingdom, the m.f.n. 
duty on yarn wholly of cotton was 7} per cent. and on cloth wholly 
of cotton, in the piece, and not containing any lace, embroidery, 
etc., was 174 per cent. 

The following table shows the current rates of duty on cotton 
yarns and cotton fabrics in the countries referred to.

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Volume of United Kingdom Imports and Exports 
in Third Quarter of 1956 


INDEX NUMBERS of the volume of United Kingdom external trade 
in the third quarter of 1956 are given in the accompanying tables in 
continuation of the series of indices, calculated on the base year 
1954, presented in the Board of Trade Journal on December 10, 
1955, May 19 and August 11, 1956. The quarterly series of import 
and export prices and the terms of trade have also been extended to 
the third quarter in the table below; these index numbers are derived 
by averaging the monthly index numbers of import and export 
prices and the terms of trade which are customarily published in the 
issue of the Board of Trade Journal immediately following the publica- 
tion of the monthly Trade and Navigation Accounts — see, for example, 
the Board of Trade Journal on October 20, 1956, page 815. 

As was explained in the Board of Trade Journal of October 27, 
page 857, the assessment of the trends of United Kingdom external 
trade this year has been particularly difficult because of the severe 
dislocation of the trade figures in 1955 by the dock strikes of October 
1954 and the dock and rail stoppages of May-July 1955. The compari- 
son of the period January-September this year with the corresponding 
period of 1955 is, however, not seriously distorted by strikes, for in 
this period of 1955 the carry-over of export shipments from 1954 was 
probably about balanced by the shipments delayed at the end of 
September from the May-July strikes. It was estimated in the article 
referred to that the rise in the volume of United Kingdom exports 
between the two nine-month periods had been about 6 per cent. in 
volume compared with 10 per cent. in value. This estimate is now 


confirmed by the final index number now available for the third 
quarter, 105-7, giving an average for the first three quarters of 111-4, 
against 105-2 for the corresponding period of 1955. This year’s figure 
includes the silver bullion repayments to the United States which 
have been taking place since April at a rate of about £2 to £3 million 
a month; excluding these, the rise would be just over 5 per cent. 


The volume of imports in the third quarter was 106-6, bringing 
the figure for the first nine months of the year to an average of 110-9, 
very little different from the corresponding 1955 — (110-6). The 
value of imports rose by only 1 per cent. between the two periods. 


Index numbers of the volume of imports and United Kingdom 
exports for the main Classes and Divisions of the United Kingdom 
Trade Returns are given in the tables which follow. The Classes and 
Divisions are derived from the Standard International Trade; the 
Classes are made up as follows:

RETAIL SALES increased seasonally in September although with 
August already an active month for retail trade the rise was a little 
less than last year. The value of sales in September was 6 per cent. 
greater than in September last year, compared with an increase over 
the corresponding period a year ago of 5 per cent. in July-August and 
6 per cent. in the first half year; these results suggest a continuation 
of the trend established in the first half year. Retail prices in the third 
quarter were fairly stable and showed smaller increases on the 
corresponding period a year ago than in the earlier months of this 
year; in consequence the volume of sales in the third quarter tended 
to be a little greater than a year ago, whereas in the first half year it 
was much the same as in the first half of last year. 


The trend of previous months also continued in the broad sectors of 
retail trade. Sales of clothing and footwear shops in September again 
showed substantial increases on a year ago, while sales of household 
goods shops continued to be subdued. 

Sales of clothing and footwear shops in September compared with 
September last year showed an increase of as much as 9 per cent., 
notwithstanding the earlier autumn buying in August which had 
contributed to the high figures recorded in that month; for the third 
quarter as a whole, sales were 8 per cent. higher in value than in the 
corresponding period last year compared with an increase of 5 per 
cent. in the first half year. Prices of clothing and footwear for most of 
this year have been about 3 per cent. higher than at the same time a 
year ago, so that the volume of sales this year has been appreciably 
higher than in 1955. Sales of general department stores (a significant 
proportion of whose sales is clothing and footwear) did not share in 
the high level of sales in September, although they did in August; 
the increase on a year ago for September was only 1 per cent., making 
an increase for the third quarter of 3 per cent. compared with 4 per 
cent. in the first half year. 

September was another quiet month for household goods shops. 
Compared with a year ago the value of sales showed no change; this 
comparison, however, may tend to understate a little the level of 

sales this year, since in September 1955 the first signs began to appear

in the figures of the autumn buying of household goods prior to the 
expected increase in purchase tax. For the third quarter as a whole the 
value of sales of household goods shops was 1 per cent. greater than a 
year ago compared with an increase of 5 per cent. in the second quarter. 
With prices substantially higher than a year ago the volume of sales 
in the third quarter was well below that of a year earlier. 

Sales of food shops continued steady in September with an increase 
in value on a year ago of 5 per cent., the same increase as for July- 
August; in the first half year the increase in value was 6 per cent. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops . 


Sales of autumn wear in clothing and footwear shops during 
September completed an active quarter in this sector of retail trade, 
combining with the high figures in August to offset the adverse affects 
of July’s bad weather on sales of summer clothing. The value of 
sales in September was 9 per cent. greater than a year ago, and for 
the third quarter as a whole the increase was 8 per cent., compared 
with a 5 per cent. increase in the first half-year. Prices in this field 
being only about 3 per cent. higher than those obtaining a year ago, 
these increases represent an appreciable increase in volume also. 


The general rise in the value of retail sales in clothing shops as a 
whole was fairly evenly distributed over the three main kinds of 
business — i.e. footwear shops, men’s and boys’ wear shops and 
women’s and children’s wear shops ~ all of which reported a high 
level of sales in the quarter. Footwear shops showed the greatest 
increase in the value of sales over last year (9 per cent.) while the 
other two kinds of business each reported increases of 8 per cent. 
In the first half-year, footwear shops also showed the greatest increase 
in sales —6 per cent.; sales of women’s wear shops increased by 5 
per cent. and men’s wear shops by 4 per cent. 

In September, multiple shops continued to show the greater 
increases in the clothing and footwear sector generally, with an 
increase of 11 per cent. over last September's figures, compared

operative societies respectively. For the year to date, the increase 
on a year ago in sales by multiple retailers was 9 per cent., followed by 
co-operative societies with 5 per cent. (4 per cent. in the first half- 
year but 9 per cent. in the third quarter), and independent retailers 
with 4 per cent. 


The commodity figures reported by department stores (including 
certain large independent clothing and furniture shops) indicate 
that although they shared in the high clothing and footwear sales in 
August, this position was not fully maintained in September, when 
their sales of clothing and footwear were only about 5 per cent. 
higher than the 1955 level, compared with 9 per cent. for clothing 
and footwear shops. Sales during the third quarter as a whole, however, 
amounted to 8 per cent. above 1955, much the same as the experience 
of all types of retailers. The department store figures for the year 
to date show that the increase in clothing and footwear sales over 
last year was rather greater in the women’s and children’s wear 
section of the trade. 


Stocks of clothing and footwear held by department stores (and 
certain multiple retailers) tended to rise rather more than seasonally 
during September, being approximately 11 per cent more than for 
the previous year. This was accounted for principally by increased 
stocks of footwear, although to some extent also of women’s and 
children’s clothing. Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear, however, were 
slightly lower than a year ago. 


Household Goods Shops 


Household goods shops had a quiet third quarter’s trading. Results 
for individual months of the quarter, in relation to the same month a 
year ago, are not a good guide to the trend in this sector since monthly 
results last year were subject to unusual fluctuations. Reference has 
already been made earlier in this article to the September comparison 
with a year ago (no change in the value of sales) which may tend to 
understate a little the level of sales, while in August the comparison 
with a year ago (an increase of 5 per cent.) may tend to overstate the 
level of trade, since trade in August last year was particularly low as 
a result of the hire purchase restrictions introduced in February and 
July of that year. For the third quarter as a whole the value of sales 
of household goods shops was 1 per cent. greater than a year ago 
compared with an increase of 5 per cent. in the second quarter and a 
decrease of 1 per cent. in the first quarter. With prices substantially 
higher than a year ago the volume of sales in the third quarter was 
well below that of a year earlier. 


The quiet conditions in the third quarter affected all kinds of 
business in the household goods sector. The value of sales of independ- 
ent and multiple furniture shops showed no change on last year’s 
level in September and for the third quarter as a whole was only 3 per 
cent. greater than a year ago, compared with an increase of 10 per 
cent. in the second quarter. Sales by department stores of furniture and 
furnishings were down to 3 per cent. less than a year ago in September 
and for the third quarter were only 3 per cent. greater than last year; 
these sales were already at a low level in the second quarter with an 
increase in value of only 1 per cent. on a year ago. 


Sales of ironmongers and hardware shops (independent and multiple 
retailers only) were the same in value in September as last year and 
only 2 per cent. greater in value for the third quarter as a whole. 
The small increase for the third quarter compares with an increase 
of 6 per cent. for the second quarter and as much as 19 per cent. in 
the first quarter. This decline occurred entirely in the trade of the 
independent retailers; the multiple retailers, who account for only a 
small proportion of the total sales in this kind of business, show 
substantial increases on a year ago in all three quarters of the year. 


Sales of radio and electrical goods shops (figures are available only 
for independent retailers) were 2 per cent. less in value in September 
than a year ago; in August the value of sales had been 11 per cent. 
higher than a year ago but August last year was a quiet month inthis 
kind of business. For the third quarter as a whole the value of sales 
was the same as last year compared with an increase of 1 per cent. in 
the second quarter and 3 per cent. in the first quarter. Sales by 
department stores of radio and electrical goods were 1 per cent. less 
than a year ago in September and 2 per cent. less than a year ago for 
the third quarter as a whole. 


Sales of radio and cycle shops (independent tetailers only) in 
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September were 8 per cent. greater in value than a ago, but for 
the quarter as a whole the value of sales was down by 2 cent. 
compared with last year. In each of the first two quarters of the year 
the value of sales had been 1 per cent. greater than a year ago. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


There was no change in the third ee See 
miscellaneous non-food shops as a whole, the value of 
8 per cent, greater than a year ago, the same increase as as for the 
half-year. 

There was, however, an upward movement in the sales of con- 
fectioners, tobacconists, newsagents, probably reflecting in 
at least the increased prices of cigarettes and tobacco following the 
April budget; in the third quarter the value of their sales was 8 per 
cent up on a year ago, compared with increases of 5 and 2 per cent. 
in the second and first quarters respectively. On the other hand, 
sales by chemists and photographic goods dealers, after an active 
first half-year, were quiet in the first two months of the third quarter

although in September they recovered to 9 per cent. above September, 
1955; for the third quarter as a whole the increase in sales was 4 
per cent. compared with 9 per cent. in the first half-year. 

Booksellers, stationers, though reporting a slightly smailer increase 
in September than in July and August, showed for the third quarter 
as a whole an increase of 11 per cent. on a year ago compared with 
9 per cent. in the January-June period. 

Jewellers, leather goods and sports goods shops showed increases 
in sales on a year ago in August and September although in July 
their sales were well below those of last year; for the third quarter 
the value of sales was 1 per cent. up on last year compared with an 
increase of 2 per cent. in the first half-year 


Food Shops 


Sales of food shops continued steady in September with the same 
increase in value on a year ago as in July-August; this increase (of 
5 per cent.) was slightly less than the increase in the first half-year 
(6 per cent.), and probably reflects the smaller increase on a year 
ago of food prices in the quarter. 

Co-operative societies continued. to show the greatest increase 
in sales on a year ago, the percentage increase in value rising from 
8 in each of the first two quarters to 10 in the third quarter. There 
was no change in the multiple sector (with an increase of 7 per cent.) 
but independent retailers’ sales in the third quarter declined to only 
2 per cent. more than a year ago. 

There was little change from the trends in the first half-year in 
the sales of both grocers and bread and flour confectioners. Butchers’

The period covered by the September 1956 
sales was the five weeks from August 36 to September 29; the corresponding 
period in 1955 was August 28 to October 1. As the figures are based on the 
values of sales and of stocks, they are affected by price movements, including 
changes due to variations in the incidence of purchase tax.

More People Migrate in First Half of 1956 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT by sea and air continued to rise and in the 
first six months of 1956, 3,474,000 journeys were made into and out 
of the United Kingdom, an increase of 11 per cent. over a year ago. 
Nineteen per cent. more passengers tra\clled by air, accounting for 
three-fifths of the increase in total traffic into and out of the country. 
Much of this air expansion took place on the Continental routes. 


The emigration of Commonwealth citizens direct by sea to countries 
outside Europe, which has been declining in recent years, rose by 
12 per cent. in the first half of this year compared with a year ago. 
Emigration to Canada was particularly high in the second quarter. 


Continental Countries 


Journeys between the United Kingdom and Continent were 10 
per cent. higher in the first half of this year compared with the same 
months last year; air traffic rose by 19 per cent. and sea traffic by 
5 per cent. Although about half of the passengers on the Continental 
sea routes travelled via French ports, traffic between this country and 
France rose by only 3 per cent. There was an increase of 13 per cent. 
in the number of sea passengers travelling on the Belgian routes and 
traffic with Norway was 17 per cent. higher; there was, however, a 
decline in journeys between the United Kingdom and Denmark and 
Sweden, 


In the first six months of this year half of the passengers travelling 
by sea between here and the Continent were carried in British vessels, 
the same proportion as a year ago. Despite the increased journeys to 
and from French ports French vessels carried 7 per cent. fewer 
passengers. Dover continued to account for much of this increased 
sea traffic, and 46 per cent. of the passengers passed through this port. 


Irish Republic and Channel Islands 


While there was very little change in passenger movement during 
the first half of 1954 and 1955, traffic in the first half of this year to 
and from the Irish Republic and Channel Islands increased by 16 
per cent. and 10 per cent. respectively compared with a year ago. 
Sixty-one per cent. of the traffic with the Channel Islands went by air. 


Non-European Countries 


Total passenger journeys between the United Kingdom and non- 
European countries were 9 per cent. higher during January to June 
of this year compared with the same months last year. The increase 
in air traffic was greater than in sea traffic; air passengers were 17 
per cent. higher than a year ago and sea passengers 5 per cent. 
Southampton continued to handle more non-European sea traffic 
than other ports, but in the first half of this year only slightly more 
passengers used this terminus compared with a year ago; on the other 
hand, passengers using Liverpool and London rose by 21 and 6 per 
cent. respectively. 


Migration 

The declining trend in emigration during recent years was reversed 
in the first half of this year, when Commonwealth citizens migrating 
direct by sea to countries outside Europe were 12 per cent. higher 
compared with a year ago. The Assisted Passage Scheme for emigrants 
to Canada was announced in October last and in the second quarter 
of this year 17,500 Commonwealth citizens left the United Kingdom 
to migrate to Canada direct by sea, the highest number recorded in 
any quarter since the end of the war. 

Emigration to Australia fell slightly in the first six months of this 
year compared with a year ago; Commonwealth citizens migrating to 
New Zealand, on the other hand, rose by 21 per cent. There was a 
decrease of 4 per cent. in the number of Commonwealth citizens 
immigrating into the United Kingdom. 

Information is not available about migration via the Continent, 
or by air.

Foreign imports are drawn mainly from the United States of 
America which accounts for about £A.7 million each year or about 
one-third of the total imports from foreign countries, These imports 
largely of machinery including heavy tractors, petroleum, 
tinplate and cars.

Substantial contracts have 
already been placed with two United Kingdom concerns for equip- 
ment for a new power station. An American. concern has been given 
contracts for large scale constructional work including the building 


. of a large dam. Seven hundred miles away on the coast at Townsville, 


the mining company has begun work on.a copper refinery which, it 
is estimated, will cost more than £A.3 million. Planned capacity of 
the plant in the first stage is reported to be 30,000 tons of blister 
copper a year, but it is being designed for ready expansion to treat 
60,000 tons a year. 


Another mineral development in the north (in this case, the Cape 
York peninsula) is the discovery of large bauxite’ deposits. This 
development is still in the exploratory stages, but responsible men are 
making encouraging statements. Along the coast, particularly around 
Brisbane, beach muning is being developed with considerable energy 
Production of zircon, rutile and ilmenite concentrates had pve 
reached a value of over £A.1 million in 1955 and the annual report of 
the Mines Department states: ‘Expansion in the beach sand mining 
industry along the Queensland coast will take place in the near future. 
The industry is a valuable dollar earner and has gfown to a £1 million 
a year industry to the State.’ 


Irrigation and Power 


The Queensland Government is not, however, neglecting land 
development.

demand they will have to face. Consumption of electricity is developing 
at a rate much greater than the rate for the whole of Australia and for 
most other countries of the world. In broad terms, it would seem that 
Queensland, north of Mackay, will be developed on hydro power, 
and the south will be developed on coal-burning stations, while at 
Mount Isa a nuclear power station is not out of the reckoning. The 
scale of the developments in North Queensland is shown in the fact 
that cement consumption on a per capita basis is almost twice as 
high as the Australian average and a third higher than the American 


average. 

Queensland Railways are al:o faced with a large expansion pro- 
gramme. The development of te northern mineral fields alone will 
involve an expenditure of over £A.10 million on diesel electric loco- 
motives, rolling stock and line construction, (Later estimates suggest 
that a much greater expenditure will be involved.) Port authorities, 
too, are expanding their facilities. Six ports are being equipped with 
bulk loading terminals for sugar. The largest, at Mackay, should be 
completed next year at a cost of over £A.1} million. At Townsville, 
in addition to bulk sugar loading facilities, the Harbour Board is 
to undertake the construction of a new pier to provide an additional 
700 feet of berthing space with a depth of 34 feet. The Board antici- 
pates an expenditure of well over £A.2 million on these projects. 


U.K. Contractors Lagging 

The potential long known to exist in Queensland is being realized. 
So far the attention paid by United Kingdom cons’ i companies 
has been disappointing to the Queensland authorities. Their lack of 
attention is contrasted with an Italian firm which has gained contracts 
ranging from a railway bridge and railway workshops in the south 
to power transmission lines in the north. An American constructional 
firm is also active in the State. There is a fund of good will towards 
the United Kingdom, but actual performance obviously counts far 
more than distant reputations. 

To sum up, Queensland already offers an attractive market for 
the United Kingdom. It is impossible in a short article to cover all 
facets of Queensland industries or opportunities. No mention has 
been made of such important industries as tin dredging, grain growing 
and timber (the Speaker’s chair and part of the floor in the House of 
Commons at Westminster consist of Queensland timber). Enough 
has been said, however, to show that the development of Queensland 
can only produce wider opportunities both for British industry and 
capital. As regards investment and the setting up of new industry, 
every centre from Maryborough northwards has something to offer 
with a Development League of the centre’s businessmen willing to 
place all the facts about the district before any industry wishing to 
establish itself in their locality. 

Good will exists towards the United Kingdom, but foreign traders 
are active and foreign constructional firms are building up a sound 
reputation. British industry should follow the changes taking place 
which will lead to a growing industrialization and probably to an 
increase in direct imports as port facilities are expanded. Queensland 
is a State with a great potential. British industry and investment can 
assist in realizing that potential and, in turn, can secure a worthwhile 
market and field of investment for the future.

Financial pyran with India 


IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS on October 21, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr. Harold Macmillan, announced that the follow- 
ing statement was being issued that day in New Delhi and in London: 

“The Financial Agreement between the Governments of India and 
the United Kingdom dated July 20, 1953, expires on June 30, 1957. 
‘The purpose of that Agreement was to regulate the release of sterling 
from the balances that had been accumulated by India during the 
war period 

‘The Government of India and the Government of the United 
Kingdom having consulted together, consider that no grounds exist 
which make it desirable to replace the current Agreement on its 
expiry, by a fresh one, and its provisions will accordingly lapse on the 
due date, The expiry of this Agreement does not in any way affect 
India’s right and competence to draw upon her sterling balances. 
Nor does it affect the position in regard to the treatment of remittances 
of savings and the voluntary repatriation of investments by United 
Kingdom citizens as secured by Section 3 of Article VII of the Agree- 
ment. This position is in accord with and follows from the policy 
of the Government of India on this subject as enunciated in their 
resolution No. 1 (3)-44(13)/48, dated April 6, 1948, and in the state- 
ment made by the Prime Minister in Parliament on Apri! 6, 1949. It is 
the intention of the Government of India to continue their present 
policy in this respect.’ 


B.L.E.U. and Spain 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic 
Union (B.L.E.U.) and Spain has been signed in Brussels. The agree- 
ment, in force with retroactive effect from August 1, 1956, is valid 
for one year but is automatically renewed at the end of that period 
unless three months’ notice of denunciation has been given. The 
agreement may be terminated at any time subject to three months’ 
notice. B.L.E.U. will continue to allow unrestricted import of Spanish 
products except for fruit and vegetables for which, as hitherto, licences 
may be issued for the whole year or for certain periods of the year. 


Spain will grant import licences for certain less essential B.L.E.U. 
products, principal among which are eggs, photographic and pharma- 
ceutical (other than antibiotics) products, chemical products (except 
fertilizers and technical nitrate products), textiles, and misce’ 
metal manufactures. Provision is also made for the issue of licences 
up to a value of 10 million Belgian francs for the participation of 
B.L.E.U. and the Belgian Congo in the Barcelona and Valencia 
International Trade Fairs of 1957. 


As regards trade between the Belgian Congo and Spain, the Belgian 
Congo authorities will authorize freely the import of products originat- 
ing from the Spanish monetary area and the Spanish authorities will 
use at least 15 per cent. by value of the proceeds of Spanish exports 
to the Belgian Congo and Ruanda Urundi for the purchase of goods 
from these territories.

Guatemala and Honduras 


Tue TExT has been published in Guatemala of a Treaty of Free 
‘Trade and Economic Integration between the Republic of Guatemala 
and Honduras. 

The treaty, which comes into force upon the exchange of instru- 
ments of ratification, will be valid for one year and will remain in 
force indefinitely unless denounced by either party with six months 
notice. It provides for the free interchange of certain natural products 
of each country (principally foodstuffs), as listed in an Annex to the 
agreement. A Mixed Commission is to be set up to work for the 
closer economic integration of the two countries.

Reference to the Tariff Advisory 
Committee 


THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Customs and Excise has referred 
to the Tariff Advisory Committee the question whether Tariff Item 
174 (X) (88) should be amended from Machines, Static 
Dynamic, to Balancing Machines, Dynamic. 

The Tariff Advisory Committee (which should not be confused 
with the Tariff Board) is a small committee constituted as follows: 

Chairman: a nominee of the Commonwealth Department of 
Customs and Excise. 

Members: one nominee of importing interests (the Director 
of the Australian Association of British Manufacturers); one 
nominee of the Associated Chambers of Manufacturers of 
Australia. 

The Committee meets occasionally to consider certain tariff 
questions referred to it by the Minister, and to make recommenda- 
tions. 

Any United Kingdom firm or trade association who considers that 
their interests are involved, and who wish to make their views known 
to the Committee, should communicate either with the Board of 
Trade, Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Horse 
Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1 (reference CRE.

In the footnote to the licensing announced in the Board of 
Trade Journal, on October 27, 1956, it was stated that . . . Some 
importers landed and entered an abnormal volume of goods. during 
1954/55 and may have claimed quotas disproportionate to their normal 
share of imports. The Department of Trade has decided that if, as 
frora July 1, 1956, any importer’s total quotas under Categories B (1) 
to B (7) would exceed (in total) the value of the ‘B’ category quota 
which that importer held as at June 30, 1956, the value of that im- 
porter’s new quotas in categories B (1) to B (7) shall as from July 1, 
1956, be reduced so that the value of his new quotas shall not, in total, 
exceed the value of his ‘B’ category quota for the quarter ended 
June 30, 1956. Where an importer is eligible for more than one quota 
in categories B (1) to B (7) each quota shall be reduced in its proportion 
to the total figure under categories B (1) to B (7).

Exchange Permits for Drugs 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report by telegraph 
that under Argentine Central Bank Circular 2663, applications are 
invited by November 26 for exchange permits to import from the 
Sterling Area and other sources a wide variety of drugs in Group 90. 


Payment is to be made at the official rate of exchange. 


Imports for the Use of Institutions 


UNDER ARGENTINE Central Bank Circular 2646, of October 15, 
consideration will be given to the grant of exchange permits for the 
import of materials, except motor vehicles, for the use of 
scientific and charitable institutions. Applications must be accom- 
panied by a certificate issued by the competent Ministry. They must 
refer solely to materials that cannot be made in Argentina, and which 
are for the exclusive use of the institutions concerned. 


The goods may not be sold or transferred without the prior consent 
of the Central Bank. Payment will be at the official rate even if, under 
current regulations, it would normally be at the free rate.

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RHODESIA AND NYASALAND 
Import Licences Required

UNITED KINGDOM exporters will know that almost all goods from 
the sterling area enter the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
free of import restrictions.

British Trade Fair to be held in 
Helsinki Next Year 


‘THE BRITISH TRADE FAIR AND EXHIBITION, to be held in 
Helsinki from September 6 to 22, 1957, is being organised by British 
Overseas Fairs Ltd. under the sponsorship of the Federation of 
British Industries, the London Chamber of Commerce and the 
Finnish-British Trade Association. It has the support of both the 
British and Finnish Governments. 

The Fair will be held in the Messuhalli, Finland’s exhibition hall 
which is situated in the Mannerheimintie within easy access of the 
air terminal, the railway station and Helsinki’s city centre. The 
Messuhalli itself will provide 50,000 square feet of covered space and 
an adjoining site will provide an additional 30,000 square feet of open 
space.
